May Ask Indictment. 
Henslee has consulted a law- 
said to be about to ask an 
indictment against ©. FP. Stovzh on a 
charge of perjury. It is believed that 
he tntends taking the swame steps in 
regard to others, and he is said to be 
considering suits for libel also. 

The affidavits, which were made 
public Saturday, furnished the most 
sensational part to the case since the 
end of the trial.

IMPORTS IN BOND 
BEING TURNED LOOSE 


New York, October 4.—New York 
bonded warehouses, jammed to capac- 
ity with imports roughly valued at 
$10,000,000, began today to disgorge 
themselves as importers released their 
products under the reduced rates of 
the new tariff law. 

The New York customs house open- 
ed sharp at 8 a. m.—an hour before 
the usual time—and with fifteen addi- 
tional clerks pressed ftmto seryice, was 
to remain open till midnight to handle 
the flood of business. The collector 
of the customs will, however, continue 
to assess duties on the basis of the 
Payne-Aldrich act, but refunds, where 
necessary, will be made when official 
copies of the new law are received. 

The situation confronting importers 
today was the reverse of what it was 
four years ago when the Payne- 
Aldrich law becomes effective. Then, 
instead of holding go.ds in bond and 
releasing them at reduced rates, steam- 
ships raced to port to be under the 
wire, as it were, with commodities on 
which higher duty was to be charged. 

More than sixty brokers, represent- 
ing several hundred importers, were 
in line whe nthe customs house opened. 

It was estimated that 5.000 separate 
shipments would be withdrawn during 
the day.

Washington, October 4.—Officials of 
the treasury department are at sea to 
know what congress actually meant by 
the provision of the new ariff law 
allowéng a 5 per cent reduction cf 
duties on goods imported in American 
ships with the condition that the dif- 
ferential should not be construed to 
abrogate or impair any existing treaty 
between the United States and a for- 
eign nation. Literally interpreted, it 
is declared the provision would give a 
5 per cent decrease to goods in Ameri- 
can bottoms and automatically grant 
the same privilege to the ships of the 
many nations whose treaties with the 
United States guarantee no discrimina- 
tion between their vessels and those of 
America. 

This construction, which would be a 
horizontal ‘reduction of 5 per cent in 
the tariff for imports ‘rem most of 
the great countries of the world, in- 
volves probably $10,000,000 in revenue 
for the government, creating a deficit 
instead of a surplus in the treasury as 
has been estimated by the tariff fram- 
ers.

RULES FOR THE MEAT 
AND FOOD IMPORTS 


Washington, October 4.—Secretary 
Houston today promulgated regulations 
zoverning importation ot meat and food 
products under the new tariff. 

The regulations require foreign ce-:- 
tifications of both ante mortem and 
post mortem inspection in the countries 
where the animals are slaughtered and 
inspected at ports of entry by agents 
of the department of agriculture. Rigid 
regulations governing the imports, 
even after entry to the United States 
‘They are placed under the meat inspec- 
tion act and thus are admitted to fed- 
inspected establishments and 
by the same inspection. sys- 
tem as surrounds meat transported in 
interstate commerce. 

Generally the regulations relate only 
to the meat or meat food products de- 
rived from cattle, sheep, swine antl 
zoats. Products from any other ani- 
mals are governed by regulations of 
the food and drugs act. 

If it is found that the inspection of 
meats in any foreign country is not 
adequate and efficient, no meat or meat 
food products may be admitted to the 
United States from that country. 


OIL-BURNING VESSEL 
MAKES FIRST VOYAGE 


New York, October 4.—The German 
oil-burning vessel Wotan, declared by 
her owners to be tthe largest screw 
motor tank vessel in the world, com- 
pleted her maiden voyage today when 
she reached Bayonne, N. J., where she 
will take on a cargo of oil for Ger- 
many. The type of engine used Dy 
the Wotan was the invention of Dr. 
Rudolph Diesel, who was recently re- 
ported lost at sea. 

The arrival of the Wotan marks the 
addition of a new tye of craft to the 
trans-Atlantic cargo-carrying traffic. 
She was completed in Hamburg thirty 
days ago and starting from the Ger- 
man city eighteen days ago she de- 
veloped 2,500 horsepower, marking an 
unbroken voyage at eight and one- 
quarter knots the hour.- 

The Wotan carries no boilers, being 
propelled by the internal combustion 
of oil burned in the cylinders.

Cencord, N. H., October 4.—Supple- 
mentary briefs opposing the extradi- 
tion of Harry K. Thaw were filed with 
Governor Felker today.

SPRAYING TIME 
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IS NEAR AT HAND 


State Board of Entomology 
Tells Georgia Orchard Men 
How to Keep Down the 
Sai Jose Scale. ; 


It is about spraying time with the 
orchard men of Georgia. Spraying has 
come to be about as important a fea- 
ture of fruit-growing as plowing is of 
farming. 

The first spraving for San Jose scale 
is usually done from the first to the 
middle of November, and the second 
from the first to the 15th of February, 
or just before the trees begin to bud. 
In well conducted orchards, where the 
scale has shown any sign of acquir- 
ing a foothold, two sprayings are made 
each season, though in many cases 
orchard men spray only one time, us- 
ually just before the buds begin to 
appear on the trees. The double spray- 
ing, however, has been found both 
advantageous and profitable, says the 
State department of entomology, in 
that it practically rids the orchard of 
the insect so far as any damage is 
concerned during the fruit season. 

The San Jose scale was first dis- 
covered in thig country in San Jose, 
Cal., in the early seventies. That 
was where it got its name. It was 
brought to this country either from 
Japan or China. It spread rapidly 
from California and by 1887 reached 
New Jersey. In ten years more it 
had gotten a foothold in practically 
all of the fruit growing states. and 
since its introduction into Georgia 
in 1889, it has spread to more than 
140 counties.

Young trees are injured more rapidly 
than old ones, and may be killed en- 
tirely within two or three years. 

So far as has been determined 
by careful experiments, the most ef- 
fective remedy is spraying with either 
& manufactured or home-made pre- 
paration of lime and sulphur. 

There are various soluble olls sold 
by manufacturers for spraying for 
San Jose scale, a number of which 
have been thoroughly tested out by 
the state department of entomology. 
In bulletins which it has issued the 
department gives a statement of the 
results attained from the use of these 
oils and emulsions, which in a num- 
ber of instances were eminently satis- 
factory. 


The Best Remedy. 


When everything is said, there is no 
doubt about the fact that the best re- 
Sults have been attained by the use of 
the home-made lime sulphur solution. 
This is made of 21 pounds of stone 
lime, 18 pounds of flour of sulphur and 
20 gallons of water. To prepare, mix 
the sulphur into a paste with a small 
amount of hot water, then add fifteen 
or twenty gallons of hot water. Stir 
until the sulphur is well mixed and 
then add the lime. Boil vigorously for 
forty-five minutes. To secure the dirty 
greenish-yellow color, which the solu- 
tion will have when properly boiled, 
may take longer or less time, depend- 
ing on how it is cooked. Many now 
use steam in cooking this’ solution, 
Which is by far the best way. When 
bolled sufficiently dilute with water 
to fifty gallons, and spray on trees 
while the solution is still warm. Us« 
only on dormant trees. 

This is the most inexpensive and, at 
the same time, the most effective rem- 
edy known for San Jose scale. There 
are a number of prepared lime-sulphur 
solutions made by the various chemical 
companies, which are equally effective 
in the destruction of the scale, and 
which may be used at approximately 
the same cost as the home-made prepa- 
ration. Where a very small quantity 
is needed, it is perhaps cheaper to use 
the ready-made solutions than to pur- 
chase the necessary equipment for 
making it. Both the manufactured and 
the home-made solutions have been 
found .equally effective in scale eradi- 
cation *in Georgia, but the home-made 
goods, carrying a heavier percentage 
of free lime, eventually clean the trees 
more thoroughly of rough bark and 
dead seales, Another advantage of the 
excess of lime is that it leaves the trees 
white, thus showing any part of the 
tree not sprayed. 

Two Sprayings Hest. 

Two sprayings, one in the late fall 
and one in the very early spring before 
buds come out, should effectually Keep 
down the scale in any orchard. ‘The 
department does not encourage summer 
spraving because a spray strong 
enough to Kill the scale will also se- 
riously injure the foliage of the trees. 
It is considered far better in most cases 
to postpone spraving until the trees are 
dormant, then apply the strong lime- 
sulphur solution, which will give ef- 
fective results. 

For small orchards the ordinary bar- 
rel outfit with one or two leads of hose 
and good nozzles, should be emploved: 
but in large orchards it is essential to 
use power outfits. It is extremely im- 
portant to apply poisons with force, if 
egod results are to be obtained.

Centralia, Pa., October 4.—Thomas 
Toshesky, prisoner since Friday of last , 
week in an abandoned chamber of the | 
Continental mine of the Lehigh Val-- } 
ley Coal company, walked into the 
open air a free and comparatively well 
man at 22 minutes before 8 o'clock this 
morning. He was taken to his home 
in Centralia, 3 miles away from his 
underground prison, and at once put 
to bed, apparently none the worse for 
his remarkable experience. ' 

It was 7:15 o’clock when the last 
barrier of coal was driven away and 
Toshesky crawled through the opening 
from his prison chamber into the tun- 
nél which had been steadily driven to- 
ward him by eager rescuers. Seven 
minutes later the first intimation was 
given to the outside world that the 
task had been completed and the pris- 
oner was free. This was when a 
miner crawled to the mouth of the 
tunnel and called to the top of the pit 
for blankets and hot water to be sent 
down. 

Came From Hole in Gray Blanket. 

The work of getting the man ready 
for his exit occupied the next several 
minutes, and at 7:38 o'clock a file of 
men emerging from the heading her- 
alded the approach of the hero of the 
occasion. Toshesky came from the, 
hole with a gray blanket wrapped 
about his stkoulders. Back of him was 
a miner with hands upraised ready to 
assist if he should be needed, but 
Toshesky walked with astonishing 
agility considering his long imprison- 
ment... 

When he stepped onto the wooden 
platform, just outside of the mouth of 
the narrow tunnel, and was first able 
to stand upright he pauscd for an Iin- 
stant and looked upward as if in 
greeting to the world or’‘scanning the 
steep and muddy zig-zag patch which 
led to the opening of the mine breach. 
His miner’s cap was On his head when 
he crawled through the opening of the 
tunnel and greeted his rescuers. His 
lamp was in place upon his cap and 
burning. 

The most noticeable thing about him 
was a pallor which showed through 
the erime’ on his face, contrasting 
strangely with the other blackened 
miners. whose ruddy color showed 
even through the coat of dust.

Philadelphia, Pa., October 4.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Although the eastern intercol- 
legiate football season is now but one 
week old, enough has begn seen of it 
to warrant the prediction that. the 
1913 brand of football will be a 
marked improvement in every respect 
over anything the game has produced 
since the radical changes in the rules 
following’ the season of 1906. This 
statement is based upon the fact that 
without exception all of the big elev- 
ens appear to have picked up their 
game precisely where they left off in 
1912. In other words, coaches and 
Players have learned things, and ev- 
ery week of the coming season should 
see the development of new ideas. 

It would be unwise to attempt 
measure the final strength 
these teams by the size of thelr first 
scores. But these, taken into consid- 
eration with a close study of the sit- 
uation, is sufficient for the belief that 
the football rules committee has at 
last found the right proportion  be- 
tween the offense and the defense 
This means that we should have fewer 
0-0 games. 

Prior to 1912 the advantage was al- 
ways with the defense and there were 
dozens of games every year tn which 
the weaker team was able to play the 
stronger eleven a score less tie. Last 
year was the first season for testing 
the wisdom of allowing an extra down 
in which to make 10 yards. The plan 
worked well with the exception that 
the teams, did not master the changes 
in the rules sufficiently to get the 
most out of the new formations made 
possible by these changes. 

The rulcs committee has usually 
followed tne plan of giving every 
oghange in the code two years in which 
The improvement made. 
possible by last year’s changes was 
more marked than ever before and 
explains why the coming season 
looks so promising. in view of the 
mastery which the leading college 
coaches have already exhibited’ § the 
coming season ought to be highly sat 
isfactory and it should also produce 
something sensational in the lines of 
improved football attack. 

Harvard and Penn Make Big Scores. 

The University of Pennsylvania and 
Harvard had the honor of running up 
the biggest in their opening 
games. Although the size of these tal- 
lies is likely to be misleading both of 
these teams exhibited an unexpectedly 
brilliant attack and showed a devel- 
of team play and high grade 
coaching which was unlooked for.

BIG REALTY CONVENTION 


Would Establish Real Estate 


Journal in Atlanta—Board 
of Directors Will Discuss 
Scheme This Week. 


Plans will be set on foot this week 
for the organization of a state real 
estate board for Georgia and a southern 
real estate association, composed of 
the boards of all the principal cities in 
the southern states, according to the 
announcement Saturday of President 
Harris G. White, of the Atlanta Real 
Estate board. 

The means of effecting these organi- 
zations will be by a convention of 
realty agents and representatives of 
real estate boards and associations 
from all over the state of Georgia 
and the southern states. 

President White will call a meeting 
of the board of directors of the Atlanta 
real estate board in his office in the 
Grant building one day this week to 
discuss this matte?’ and lay plans for 
the organization. 

This scheme grows out of the large 

|}number of requests President White 
'has had for state and southern organi- 
‘zations from members of the Atlanta 
Real Estate board, boards and individ- 
al members about the state, and sim- 
ilar requests from agencies and or- 
| ganizations of the realty men in 
| Vasseus parts of the south. These re- 
quests, he says, have been sufficiently 
|numerous and urgent to warrant an in- 
| vesigation of the feasibility of the pro- 
lject, at least. 
| Many Requests for Organization. 
; President White is just in receipt of 
} letters from Columbus, Ga., and Colum- 
‘bia, S. C., with regard to these matters. 
The realty men in these towns are 
{highly in favor of the scheme. Presf- 
dent White has also had letters from 
'other cities from time to time along 
the same line. 

All these letters 
i'that the best way 


are to the effect 
of effecting these 
‘organizations would be to call a con- 
vention of southern realty men to 
meet in Atlanta. That such a conven- 
tion would be largely and enthusiast- 
ically attended there seems little doubt. 

President White believes that this 
convention could be called for some 
time between December 1 and 10, of 
this year, and the state and southern 
organizations could be set on fodt and 
be ready for business with the begin- 
‘ning of next year. 

Ex-President Charles P. Glover has 
; been in favor of state and southern 
organizations of the realty men for a 
long time. It is his suggestion that the 
southern organization establish a real 
|estate journal to be published monthly 
as the official organ of the southern 
association. Mr. Glover has definite 
| ideas of what the nature of this pub- 
| Heaton should be and thinks it would 
be found of great help to the real 
estate agents of the south. 

Directors to Meet, 

; At the meeting of the board of di- 
rectors this week plans for calling the 
convention of realty men for the per- 
‘fection of these two organizations will 
be discussed. In the meanwhile Presi- 
dent White is sending out letters to 
the realty men and organizations of 
ithe principal cities of the south with 
‘the idea of getting their views and 
‘ideas on the matter. 

By the time of the 
meeting of the Atlanta Real Estate 
board, which will be on the evening 
of the third Friday of October, in the 
Ansley hotel, President White expects 
to have on hand interesting and fairl 
exhaustive data on this subject, whic 
he will at that time present to the 
members of the board. 

President White stated on Saturday 
‘that he will highly appreciate the 
views of any realty men in Atlanta or 
other cities of the south who will com- 
municate with him.

The Game Myth Exploded. 


Much has been written and 
the marvelous effects of ozone. All the 
benefits of life on the mountains, in the 
forests and on the sea have been credited 
to the “ozone in the air.” The same pop- 
ular fiction has been used ifn advertising 
summer resorts and sanatoriums. Various 
chemical devices have been manufactured 
and offered to the public to “make the air 
of the bedchamber or the sick-room exactly 
like that of the pine woods.” All of -which 
would be delightful if it were only true. 
For alas, like many other popular delu- 
sions the ozone myth has been subjected 
to the cold and analytical eye of the sci- 
entist. Professors Jordan and Carlson. of 
the University of Chicago, have carried on 
an.extensive series of observations and ex- 
periments to determine the exact effect and 
value of ozone. The results of their work 
appear in a recent issue of The Journal of 
the American Medical Association. The * 
conclusions reached by the men of sclence 
is that the hygienic value of ozone would 


said about 


j be hardly worth considering were it not for 


the persistent and extravagant claims made 
by the manufacturers and promoters of 
ozone generators. So far as the destruction 
of germs are concerned, these claims have 
little or no foundation. * Some bacteria are 
undoubtedly killed by ozone under certain 
conditions, but this fact is of little tmpor- 
tance in practical use Experiments carried 
on show that human beings are injurieously 
affected by an amount of ozone far less than

is necessary to kill the germs. There is 
no evidence for supposing that the quantity 
of ozone that can be tolerated by a human 
has the slightest germicidal action. 
If disinfection of a room is désired it can 
much more effectively be carried out !n 
other. ways. Ozone is of no value as a de- 
odorizer. In every great concentration ozone 
seems to be capable of deodorizing some 
odorless substances, so that the odors are 
diminished or changed. This is partly due 
to the <fact that the ozone masks the ob- 
jectionable odors by its own odor. and part- 
ly to the fact that ozone deadens the sensi- 
bility of the nose, so that objectionable 
odors are-less susceptible. Some odors are 
masked by ozone even tn weak concentration. 
but ‘it is doubtful whether this masking of 
odors is desirable or advantageous. The 
unpleasant odor in shops, offices and Hv- 
ing rooms, due to insufficient ventilation, {s 
usually a sign that the air needs to be re- 
newed. Why should we deaden the sensf- 
tiveness of the nose, which aids us tn de- 
termining whether the air is fit to breathe? 
This is wrong. in principle. Ozone when 
used in this way is simply a crutch to 
bolster up poor ventilating systems. Ozone 
does not make “pure air’’ any more than 
strong spices make pure food. If used tn 
a highly concentrated form, ozone has an 
injurious effect on both man and animal, 
irritating the throat and lungs. These ex- 
periments of the Chicago scientists are fur- 
ther confirmed by experiments carried on 
by the hygienic laboratory of the California 
state board of health. the results of which 
appear in the same issue of The Journal. 
These conclusions of eminent scientific men 
simply confirm the experience and observa- 
tions of past generations, There is no afr 
so good as outdoor air, and the best way 
to *get it is to open a door or a window.

Copper Market Is Steady. 

The September statement of the Copper 
Producers’ association is expected to reveal 
a further shrinkage ur the surplus stotks, 
possibly amounting to as much as 56,000,000 
to 10,000,000 pounds, which will mean that 
there will be practically no working surplus 
left. Copper prices are holding firm, but 
buyers are not taking much of the red 
metal, as they have covered their nearby 
needs and wish to see the September statis- 
tics before increasing their purchases of fu- 
tures. There have been sales of copper dur- 
inge the last week at under 17 cents, but 
the market is regarde at about that level, as 
large amounts could not be bought for less 
even though small lots have been. 

New security issues so farin 1913 have had 
& par value of about $1,250,000, or over 
$350,000,000 less than in the first nine 
months of 1912. As much of the output so 
far this year has been in notes, while only 
& small part of it was notes in the first nine 
months of 1912, permanent financing is 
really very far behind a year ago. 

Tne annual report of the Missouri Pacific

7,611 on $50,000 to $100,000 and 1,675 above 
$100,000, or 561,402 persons in all, Of: the 
$100,000 class there are about 300 in Pitts- 
burg alone, against about 300 in New York 
city. From this it is believed that more 
than $100,000,000 a year will be raised to 
Support the national government. 

The steel market has been weaker re- 
cently, partly as a result of expectations 
that buyers of the metal will hold off plac- 
ing their requirements again in hopes of 
getting better terms from abroad. Ali sorts 
of dire predictions as to the ruination of 
the steel industry have been circulated, and 
while not generally literally believed, it is 
Said that they have affected consumers. 
However, railroads have been good buyers of 
equipment, and it is expected that they 
will place many more orders for cars and 
locomotives in the near future. Railroads 
have also placed some fair rail orders, 
with more lookea for soon. Shading of steel 
quotations is reported. The easing tendency 
abroad, especially in Germany, in: steel and 
iron prices has been a cause of uneasiness 
here. Pig iron has shown more activity 
recently than for several months, with bet- 
ter prices ruling. 


Cotton Highest in Two Years. 


Grain markets during the last week have 
not had special feature tn regard to price 
movements, with values for both wheat and 
corn working a little easier as a whole, 
mostly as a result of heavy receipts. The 
tendency is to hold off trading until fur- 
ther government figures of condition and 
probable yield are available. 

Cotton prices went to the highest level 
in over two years early in the past month, 
with nearby futures going above 14 cents 
and spots going far above that figure. 
There was a slight reaction on profit-tak- 
ing and a little short selling but later in 
the period bears were easily driven to cov- 
er and futures were headed towards 14 
cents again near the close of the week. 
Private estimates of the condition of the 
new crop on September 25 were all bu'lish 
with most of them showing that the gov- 
ernment figures of 68.2 for August 25 have 
been further reduced. It was considered 
probable that no better than 65 would be 
shown for the September condition report, 
while it was estimated by leading authority 
as low as 61.2. The actual figures of the 
same date for the past twelve years aver- 
aged 74.7. The government figures pub- 
lished Thursday showed condition of 64.1 on 
September 25, as against 69.6 last vear. 
As this was about what had been generally 
expected, prices did not show much change, 
though working a little lower for a time 
after the report. The ginning’ report 
showed 3,237,851 bales ginned to September 
25, which is close to a record for the pe- 


riod.

Now He Makes $24,000 a Year in Industry 


When He Began Raising Terrapins 


The acme of intensified farming has 
been reached—so one would think— 
when one considers a profit of over 
$24,000 annually from a plot of land 
150 feet long by 60 feet wide. . How- 
ever, this yield of soil is a fact. 

A. M. Barbee, quiet, little man, is the 
person who has waved the wand of 
Veres over the land and brought forth 
much fine gold. But—he didn’t do it 
with crops. He did it by hatching and 
raising terrapins-—-the most delectable 
dainty of the lobster palace menu. 

Barbee will tell you, without blush- 
ing, that his net profits on a year’s 
business in terrapin raising has figur- 
ed well into the five-figure column. 
Six thousand terrapins are raised each 

ear, or rather hatched each year, by 
Mr. Barbee on his tiny marsh farm on 
the Isle of Hope, juste off Savannah. 
For every one of these crawling horn- 
backed little animals he gets from $2 
to $4 when they reach a width of over 
£% inches. As the upkeep of terrapins 
is almost nil, the returns from the en- 
terprise soon mount up into big money. 

Starts Hemarkable Business. 

Five years ago, when 
started his remarkable 
took his first hatchings pit 
eggs to Washington. The government 
experts laughed when he said he had 
“hatched” terrapin eggs. They wouldn't 
believe his story. It had never been 
done. There was an old story and the- 
ory that terrapin exges, after 
handled by man, were ‘“‘addled.” 
bee protested that his best evidenc: 
was in his hand-—a live 
months old. The government 
then said he'd have to prove it. He did 
so. He took one of the experts down 
to the sand lot on-the Isle of Hope, sat 
him down at the edge of an “egg 
mound,” turned the mound over with 
out touching the eggs, picked them up 
on paper, put them in an ineubator and 
then locked the incubator. The incuba- 
tor was then shipped to Washington, 
where it was kept ninety days. At the 
end of that time the government ex- 
perts opened it—-and found no terra- 
pins. But on the next day a hole ap- 
eae in the sand in which the eggs 
iad been planted. That night a terra- 
pin struggled weakly; from his shell to 
the level of the incubator top. That, 
ended the government iaughter. 

After Barbee had proven to his own 
and the government's satisfaction that 
terrapin eges could Se natched he at 
once set about goixg into the thing 
regular business. He abandoned his 
fish market in Savannah. Hie went to 
the Isle of Hope, an all but deserted 
bit of marshy island sticking up in the 
ocean like a damp wadded sock. There 
he built a small pen. He Iaid floors, 
as the sand was the floor he wanted. 
Tide water reached into his pen twice 
a day. 
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Puts Terrapins to Work. 


Barbee then got together some of the 
rare south Atlantic femaie terrapins 
and put them to work. He found that 
they would lay eggs all right, but they 
would lay the eggs in such peculiar

The time is coming when the several 
states will find themselves faced by the 
absolute necessity of remodeling their pro- 
cedure as it applies to the governor's rela- 
tions to the pardoning power. In Georgia 
power of recommendation and research was 
conferred upon the prison commission, the 
legislature deeming that it has thus light- 
ened the load on the governor. The expe- 
dient has proved unavailing. There is 
rarely a case, even of the humblest descrip- 
tion, that is not studied in detail by the 
governor after the congmission has looked 
into and passed upon every phase of it. 


In this, as in other states, the governor 


has almost become an adjunct to the su- 
court, >: criminals are con- 
cerned. Not only does he have to sit 
through the rehashing of all the evidence 
originally adduced before the courts, but of 
any amount of new evidence. In addition, 
he is approached, upon the emotional side 
in a manner that would not be countenanced 
by a court in the land. Cases are retried, 
commonly, and unless the governor be a 
man of stern and incorruptible character 
there is the ever-present sinister possibility

THE RAILROADS. 


In a speech delivered recently in Boston 
Howard Elliott, new president of the New 
Haven system, foretold bankruptcy for the 
railroads of America unless the state com- 
missions and the interstate commerce com- 
mission allow a general advance of rates, 
and otherwise authorize the carriers to make 
such changes in policy as would insure an ip- 
come méeting the needs of maintenance, of 
expansion and of protecting bonded obliga- 
tions. 

The viewpoint universal with 
railroad position is well ex- 
pressed by .Jvy. Lee, executive assistant of 
the splendidly equipped Pennsylvania rail- 
road. He is the son of the Rev. Dr. James 
\W. Lee, formerly of Atlanta, and has carved 
out for himself a striking career in the 
world of transportation. Speaking yecently 
he said:

Railroad managers would be delighted to 
equik every mile of road with automatic 
block| signals, to make every car of all-steel, 
to rernove all grade crossings, and otherwise 
avail [themselves of every device to assure 
safetvi But this cannot be done without the 
uecesgary money. So in all things it is well 
to hitch our wagon to a star, but be sure 
that the connecting rope is long enough and 
elastic enough to keep the wheels on terra 
firma. 


There is truth in both these expressions, 
though we do not incline to the extreme 
gloom exhibited by President Elliott. The 
plight of the railroad he is now serving, 


and of virtually every other railroad in 
this country, the sinners along with the 
innocents, is the result of the long-drawn- 
out misapplication of the function of the 
railroad by those systems that are now in 
trouble. The New Haven is suffering from 
a prolonged attack of financial buccaneer- 
ing. Before Mr. Elliott’s accession it was 
operated not as a legitimate transportation 
company, but as a big pawn in the stock- 
juggling game. Its responsible managers 
were obsessed by the mania for size and 
power. They wanted to dominate a whole 
section of the country. To do that, it was 
imperative to club competition and that 
required huge capital. They even stretched 
out over the sea, so hungry were they for 
dominion, and sought to dominate the water 
lanes, also. If all the money that was in- 
vested in driving out rivals and creating 
a top-heavy system and thimble-wrigging 
the market to that end had been spent in 
up-keep, in improvements and in _ better- 
ments, the New Haven would now be the 
standard railroad of the world; it would not 
have been plagued with a series of calami- 
ties and it would not be held up to civiliza- 
tion as illustrating those theories of railroad 
management to be scrupulously avoided. 

The New Haven is simply an exaggerat- 
ed type of the universal offender and the 
universal sufferer. If the railroads face a 
cr‘sis, it is through their own misu.anage- 
ment. They have done much to sow dis- 
trust and to bring down restrictions. It 
can with truth be said that the roadbeds of 
many of them are built on the metaphorical 
bones of the small investors, and of the 
lambs in Wall street. The practices of 
Sapping and mining, of lootinz, in unvar- 
nished English, used to be so universal as 
to gain almost the sanction of legalitv. The 
precedent for pyramiding an:1 thimble-rig- 
giny to crush out competition, and to swing 
Vall street became almost law. ‘The gov- 
ernment sat passively by and let the thing 
into a custom. If did notiyine until 
within recent years, to protect honest or 
small investors. 

That is, however, discussing ancient his- 
tory. We are faced now not by a theory, 
but a condition. Unquestionably, the time 
has come for a showddéwn between public 
sentiment and the railroads. The railroads 
must have money. That is unquestioned. 
They are experiencing the utmost diffieulty 
in getting it. That also is unquestioned. 
Foreign and domestic capital shies off from 
the spectacle of the New Haven folly and 
the Frisco scandal. In the meantime, rail- 
road equipment the country over is deteri- 
orating, life is endangered, industry and 
industrial development, the entire industri- 
al system for that matter, is threatened 
with paralysis. To expect the railroads to 
borrow money under present conditions, is 
to look for blood in a turnip. To bait them 
is foolish, for that is simply penalizing the 
enormous roster of investors who put their 
money in these big properties under the 
impression that it was a safe and remunera- 
tive investment. To bait, or to senselessly 
restrict the railroads, is to invite not merely 
confiscation of property but stagnation for 
every business process in this country. The 
demagogue and the sophist may squirm as 
they will, but they cannot disassociate the 
railroad from the very business existence 
of this country. 

What, then? The burden devolves upon 
the state commissions and the interstate 
commerce commission. Thev must outline 
and enforce a policy making for sanity and 
not exploitation in the operation of these 
great arteries. They must make it criminal] 
for any of the quasi-legal brigandage and 
abuses of the past to be repeated. They 
must exact scrupulous candor, that such 
odorous spectacles as the Frisco affair may 
not be re-enacted. They must 
protect the small investor, and the big capi- 
talist, at home and abroad. They must 
make railroads stay railroads—not market- 
pawns. They can thus make a railroad 
security almost as safe as a government 
bond. With this done nobody will object 
to such uniformly slight increases in rates 
as will put the railroads upon a safe basis. 

Out of the conditions and necessities 
thus analyzed, readjustment to the perma- 
nent normal can be effected. That such a 
readjustment is needed, no man in posses- 
sion of his sense will deny.

THE MYSTERIOUS ARNOLD DU TILH! 


One of the most unique and most success- 
ful cases of impersonation in the annals of 
European crime was that of Arnold du Tilh. 
who is generally referred to as the “False 
Martin Guerre.” It is the story of a stranger, 
relying upon his extraordinary resemblance 
to an absent man, the fact of which had 
come to his knowledge by mere chance. de- 
ceiving a whole family for years. Brothers 
and sisters, uncles and aunts, cousins and ex- 
friends throughout a wide district, all had 
recognized and readily adopted him as the 
missing man, Martin Guerre. He imposed so 
completely on the wife of Martin Guerre that 
She accepted him as her véritable husband. 
All this grew out of a meeting with cer- 
tain comrades of Guerre in the north of 
France, who, deeeived by the strange like- 
ness, had at once taken him for the other 
man. 

Du Tilh then and there conceived the idea 
of personation. and prepared for it by ob- 
taining all the information he could from 
these friends of the Guerre family. He seems 
also to have sought out his double and talk- 
ed much with him on the same topics, thus 
gaining an intimate knowledge of many de- 
tails that greatly assisted him in his’ impos- 
ture, as did also the early adventures of 
Martin Guerre himself. 

This Guerre had been born in the town of 
Artigues, Biscay, and in 1659, when no more 
than eleven he had been married to Ber- 
trande de Rois, of an equally tender age. 
This childish couple were possessed of some 
means, and lived together happily for many 
years, and at length a son was born to them, 
christened Sanxi Guerre. About this time 
Martin was guilty of stealing and abscond- 
ed. He wandered to and fro for eight or 
nine years, during which no news was heard 
of him, but he reappeared suddenly in the 
guise of Arnold du Tilh. The impostor told 
a Plausible story. He had taken service with 
the king, and had been engaged almost con- 
tinuously in the wars afoot, and at the peace 
had entered the army of the King of Spain. 
But now he became homesick—he longed to 
see his wife and child, to be among his rela- 
tives and friends, and so he had returned to 
Artigues. 

The family accepted him at once because 
there was a remarkable resemblance between 
himself and Guerre. He had deeply informed 
himself on all points of the family history. 
He promptly recognized his different rela- 
tives, he reminded his wife of so many 
secrets known to these two alone that all 
doubt was silenced, and du Tilh was put at 
onee and firmly into Martin Guerre’s shoes. 
He calmly passed into the life of the house, 
assumed the airs and functions of the mas- 
ter, collected rents, gave receipts, and took 
over all the business obligations of the real 
Martin Guerre. 


This lasted for upward of three years, 


} during which the veritable Simon Pure made 


no sign. We have no exact information of 
how the first suspicion of imposture arose. 
But in the long law proceeding that follow- 
ed it was told by certain witnesses how & 
soldier, coming from the army of Flanders, 
had passed through Artigues and openly de- 
clared that du Tilh was not Martin Guere. 
He had seen Martin, had served with him 
recently, and knew that he had lost a leg in 
the battle of St. Quentin. 

The first to throw suspicion upon the im- 
postor was an uncle, Peter Guerre, and final- 
ly he won over the whole family, tncluding 


| the wife who had him arrested. In some 


records she had quarreled with him, or was 
tired of him, and was glad of an opening to 
break the connection into which she had 
been betrayed. 

Du Tilh was put-on his trial, but stood 
firm on his pretended rights. He made out 
that Peter Guerre was impelled by greed, 
seeking to deprive him of his patrimony and 
escape all account of his stewardship during 
the years of the owner's absence. He de- 
clared that this man had poisoned his uncle's 
mind, had manufactured much false testi- 
mony, and on one occasion had attempted to 
take his life. In support of his case he bore 
a more searching examination, and had he 
been Martin Guerre himself he could not 
have been more accurately acquainted with 
all that had happened to his double. 

In the midst of this vexed discussion, the 


other Martin Guerre came home, “as though 
he had dropped from the sky,” and claimed 
to be himself. He had a wooden leg tallying 
with the report of the soldier comrade who 
had Known him in Flanders; he was so like 
Arnold du Tilh that they could not be dis- 
tinguished apart. The pair were confronted 
and Arnold du Tilh was the loudest In de- 
nouncing the other as a fraud. He put many 
questions to his double showing his own 
knowledge and exposing the other's itgnor,- 
ance, much to Martin’s confusion and that 
of the court, although it was more than 
probable that the false Martin Guerre, hav- 
ing learned his story by heart, would be 
better informed in details; moreover, he was 
fighting for his life. 

However, finally the crowd of relatives 
were summoned and they all declared in 
favor of the newest claimant with the 
wooden leg. The impostor was condemned 
to death and was sentenced to be led through 
the streets of the town of Artigues with a 
halter round his neck, and was finally hane- 
ed on a gallows in front of the house where 
he had personated Martin Guerre. Just be- 
fore his execution he made a full confession 
of his fraud. 


Living to a Good Old Age. 

(From The Chicago Record-Herald.) 

Simon B. Buckner, confederate general, 
who was the candidate for vice president on 
the ticket of the gold democrats in 1896, is 
now 90 years old, and The Louisville Courier- 
Journal says that “he has not lived upon 
buttermilk or discovered the elixir of life, 
but has lived normally, wisely and well.” 

Probably buttermilk would have done him 
no harm_and buttermilk enthusiasts may 
say that his chances for reaching a ripe old 
age would be better if he took that beverage 
day. But there is no limit 
to such claims. They may be set up for and 
against the use of tobacco or mint juleps, 
according as the habfts of any veteran are 
reported, and about the only safe conclusion 
we can arrive at in cases of extraordinary 
longevity is that nature favored the partic- 
ular person with a_ gift of extraordinary 
vitality. 

It is one of the very curious things in 
life that persons who are wéak and afflicted 
with many ailments often outlast their asso- 
eiates who have enjoyed vigorous health and 
exceptional strength. Examples will occur 
to any reader, and they interfere with many 
of our theories and calculations. Instances 
could be cited of chronic invalids whose 
death in youth or middle age would have 
caused no surrpise who live on until they 
are left alone, having survived all the 
stronger members of their families. 

Such persons commonly try every elixir 
that is advertised, but they seldom stick to 
any one long enough to prove its efficacy. 
On the contrary, thelr first firm: confidence 
in a novelty is generally followed by its 
contemptuous rejection, and during the long 
succession of treatments they keep fortify- 
ing themselves with the food that is just 
plain food and not an elixir. 

As a matter of course, the best constitu- 
tions are the worse for excesses and abuses, 
but there are no rules that will produce the 
same results In all cases. Having learned 
that General Buckner has lived normally, 
wisely and well, we know that he cannot 
possibly provide us all with a guarantee 
that we may live to be 90. We know that he 
is an exception.

Strange Wills. 
(From The Indlanapolis News.) 

Parisian papers are commenting On @ 
will made by a Monsieur Sapene, who de- 
vised his entire fortune of three million 
franes. which his natural heirs had hoped 
to inhert, to the king of Spain. The king 
has accepted this modest souvenir of an 
unknown admirer, who died in a _ hospital 
for the insane. The sister of .Monsieur 
Sapene brought suit to show the nullity of 
this last will and testament, and clearly 
proved that her brother was insane. It now 
appears that M. Sapene was crazy, but it was 
held that he had lueid intervals, and that 
this will was made during such an interval, 
This decision of the tribunal, from which an 
appeal will be taken to a higher court, is 
a subject for ridicule and recalls other 
strange wills. 

About 1850 a rich English land proprietor 
had just died. His relatives, friends and the 
members of his household assembled to hear 
the reading of his last will and testament. 
While the notary was breaking the seals of 
fhe document, a frisky cat jumped upon the 
shoulder of a servant girl, who gave a hearty 
burst of laughter. The others, indignant at 
this inopportune merriment, were about to 
put her out of doors, when the notary read- 
ing the opening lines of the will proclaimed 
her the only heir, as, in fact, the testator 
had left his fortune to the person who could 
not restrain laughter at the opening of the 
will. One may imagine the tender care that 
was afterwards lavished upon the cat that 
had brought wealth to a humble servant girl. 

A lawyer of Colmar, who died in 13826, 
left by will 74,000 franes to a hospital for 
the insane, with the words: “I gained this 
money from those who spent their lives 
pleading in court. This is simply an act of 
restitution.” 

Rabelais in his will wrote: “I have noth- 
ing of value. I owe much; the remainder I 
give to the poor.” 


Peculiar Tribe of Indians

havoc in our homes. Daily disinfec- 
tion is not only possible, but quite 
feasible, and comparatively inexpen- 
sive, and that it has already een 
adopted in many of the large schools 
of England. I think it quite probable 
that within a few years, a school- 
room that is not daily disinfected will 
be as rare as now a child, who has not 
been vaccinated. I have been informed 
by high authorities, that t 
daily disinfecting a school-room, cap- 
able of seating fifty pupils, need not 
exceed three cents a week. think 
nothing more worthy of consideration 
than this, which is essentially a wom- 
an's work, and which has so far, re- 
ceived comparatively little attention.

The 
value of the farm products the past 
year arounted to over 32.000. 

President Maxwell is highly pleased 
with the enrollment -for the fall term. 
The enrollment is already close to on 
hundred, composed of vounge men an 
voung ladies from the various counties 
of the Sixth district and from several 
counties outside the district.

school opened its doors in 1908 to find 
$l young men and women ready to 
enter and avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to get an education.

The variation in enrollment since 
the first year has been due to the va- 
riation in the local attendance, the: 
dormitory having been full to over- 
flowing practically all the time. If 
rooms were provided an enrollment of 
300 could be had as easily as the num- 
ber now attending. Not half the stu- 
dents who made application this year 
could be admitted on account of the 
lack of room. 

The character of the student body is 
of the very highest order, many of the 
students being mature men and wom- 
en.

The institution owns 3800 acres of 
land which was donated by the people 

the community. Most of this land 
is in original forest, and requires a 
great deal of labor and expense in 
clearing.

TENTH DISTRICT. 

The Tenth District Agricultural 
school is located at Granite Hill abour 
8 miles east of Sparta, in one of the 
best sections of middle Georgia. The 
citizens of Hancock county donated 
the farm, consisting of 271 acres to the 
school, and also-made a very liberal 
donation of money. 

The school has made steady prog- 
ress from the beginning up to the 
present time. It has two large dor- 
mitories, one for boys and the other 
for girls. It also has what is prob- 
ably the most modern and the best 
equipped academic building of any of 
any of the district schools, and cer- 
tainly the hest equipped domestic sci- 
ence department. There are also other 
improvements, a modern barn, a shop, 
an electric light plant. a good system 
of waterworks, improved farm imple- 
ments, ete. The entire plant is easily 
worth $50,000 or $60,000. 

Under the present 
the farm work is being done princi- 
pally by student labor. Some of the 
students are paying their entire ex- 
penses in this way. 

The course of study 
boys are given scientific training in 
everything that pertains to agricul- 
ture and farm mechanics and the girls 
are taught domestic science, including 
cooking, and the cutting, fitting and 
makine their clothes. In addition to 
these industrial features all the stu- 
deats are given a thorough course in 
English, history, mathematics and ele- 
mentary science. A boy completing 
the course of Pr sige here can enter the 
state university without an examina- 
tion.

An Australian writes: “I was present 
‘(last month at the laying of the founda- | 
tion stone of the commonwealth build- 
ing.

Lut just let me say that the 
Australians had an eye-opener after the 
Boer war, and have had another in 
South Africa lately, and the English 
government will have to alter her 
methods toward her subjects in South 
and her woman suffragists in 
England if they wish to Keep the good 
will of thousands of Australians. We 
fain the votes and what has been the 
result? Laws have been passed that 
would never have been passed but for 
the women. The condition of the work- 
er has been bettered in every respect— 
financially, physically, morally.” 

Women of Australia have been en- 
franchised since 1902 and since that 
time no effort has been made to deprive 
the women of their righis and nothing 
but good is said of their work for good 
vovernment and progressiveness 
all legitimate lines. 

Mrs. Catt and. Mrs. Pankhurst. 

Mrs. Catt says she has been misrep- 
resented. She did not say that our 
government should prevent Mrs. Pank- 
hurst from landing hére, On the con- 
trary, she said to the representative 
of the press that Mrs. Pankhurst’s of- 
fenses against the law have had politi- 
cal and net criminal raotives. All the 
world knows that to be true. Even the 
British gevernment admitted a differ- 
ence between Mrs. Pankhurst’s case 
and ordinary offenders when it allowed 
her to escape. Mrs. Catt said when 
she was in London this year the home 
secretary, in response to a parliament- 
ary question, virtually annwounced that 
the gates were opened and he would be 
delighted to have Mrs. Pankhurst pass 
through them into another land. 

Mrs. Catt said “The United States 
has long been the thaven for political 
exiles from all lands, and as an Ameri- 
can, I should be heartily ashamed if 
it should now make an exception to 
its honored custom by excluding Mrs. 
rankhurst. To admit her and to grant 
her freedom of speech in our country 
could not be coenstrued into an indorse- 
ment of burning private property and 
destroying private mail as a mean of 
propaganda. Even though her coming 
would postpone the establishment of 
woman suffrage here, I should still 
think it to be the duty of this govern- 
ment te be consistent with its record 
and to admit her. It is well Known 
that I am not militant. I do not like 
nor approve of their form of campaign, 
nor do I share a common opinion that 
they have set the woman suffrage move- 
ment back tremendously, but when a 
wrong is to be righted and millions of 
people are aroused to action in behalf 
of the movement, it is pusillanimous 
and contemptible for those who work 
in one way to condemn those who work 
‘n another. Since war is not yet elim- 
inated from civilized lands, it 1s not a 
crime for women to make war and a 
virtue for men to do so 

“Nor is it consistent for those who 
work for peace to ‘fight’ for those who 
prefer war. I prefer to expend my hos- 
tilitv on opponents of woman suffrag 
rather than on those who are travel- 
ing my way, even though I do not like 
the method of their journe? ying.’ 


Why Be Afraid? 


As Mrs. Catt was at one time prest- 
dent of the National American Woman 
Suffrage association and is now presi- 
dent of the International Woman Suf- 
frage association, her words will carry 
weight in this day and time. Why 
should wemen be afraid to say they do 
like Mrs. Pankhurst and her methods 
of pushing the cause of woman suf- 
frage assoc atte, her words will carrv 
supposed to be, and why let Dr.

This ‘outrage’ was 
punished by having the ladies arrested, 
charged, detained and remanded. They 
then applied to have Miss Asquith cited 
as a witness, whereupon the case was 
withdrawn.”

Jane Addams for Suffrage. 


The motion made by Miss Addams to 
the National Council of Women Vvters 
in favor of a woman suffrage amend- 
ment ito the constitution of the United 
States was passed unanimously. Miss 
who since July 1, ds herself 
a voter in Illinois, accepted the vice- 
presidency of the council. She made a 
distinct impression before the rules 
committee of the house when tn her 
plea for a woman suffrage <o} mmittee, 
she brought out the point that al- 
though suffrage had been discussed by 
the parliaments of seventeen countries 
within the last year it has not been 
discussed in congress since 1884, al- 
though suffrage bills have been intro- 
duced at every session. Members of 
the committee at once became apole- 
getic and attributed the indifference of 
congress to the fact that the extension 
of the franchise in this country is 
within the jurisdiction of the various 
states. Miss Addams said that in this 
country there are two possible ways 
for granting equal suffrage—that is by 
an amendment to the constitution of 
the United States or by amendment to 
the constitution of the several states— 
and that the suffragists should be al- 
rewes to choose either or both meth- 
oas

The public has learned that 
it can have letters delivered on Sun- 
day if a special delivery stamp is af- 
fixed. This meuns that an extra force 
of special delivery messengers has to 
be employed on Sundays and that the 
public is paying 10 cents for a service 
which they get during the week for 
~ cents. 

Besides this side of the 
extra work which is forced 
livery men on Mondays more than off- 
the relief that is gotten on Sun- 
. tt is not proposed to have a reg- 
delivery every Sunday, but simply 
a window be open in the postoffice 
mail delivery each Sunday morn- 
for a period of one hour. This 
would enable those who had to have 
their mail to get it, and would reduce 
the work of the employees, instead of 
increasing it. It would do away with 
the necessity of the employment of so 
many special delivery messengers on 
Sundays and would prove a blessing 
and a relief all around. 

Postmaster Jones has taken a correc! 
view of this matter, and in his stand 
for mail delivery of one hour on Sun- 
day mornings he is actuated by only 
the best and most humanitarian mo- 
tives, 

He asks the support of the public in 
this move, and the traveling public 
are the ones who should rally most 
strongly to his aid, as they are the ones 
most vitally affected. You traveling 
salesmen, sit down and write a brief 
note to Mr. Jones telling him of your 
approval of his move and pledging to 
him your support in getting this im- 
provement.

“Another matter, the importance of 
which cannot be overestimated, is that 
a co-operative marketing organization 
which exercises effective control over 
the grading and packing of products 
can build up a valuable reputation for 
the producers of its locality. When 
buyers learn that the grading and 
packing of any particular association 
may be relied upon absolutely, its 
goods are sought out and its name or 
trade mark becomes an esset of value 
to each member of the association. An- 
other advantage is that, handling a 
larger volume of business, the associa- 
tion may find it profitable to devote 
more attention, not only to securing 
general market information, but also 
to looking into the comparative ad- 
vantages of dealing with different 
buyers in the same market than can be 
done by. individual producers. Its 
larger volume of business also tends to 
increase competition among buyers for 
its products and enables it, in many in- 
stances, to ship in carload quantities. 
“A most important matter in connec- 
tion with the profitable growing of 
perishable fruits and vegetables is the 
provision of some effective means to 
take care of the culls and of all surplus 
production that the market will not ab- 
sorb in a fresh state. This may be 
done by the establishment of canneries, 
evaporating plants, and plants for the 
manufacture of cider and vinegar.
